TAKING THE SHIPKA PASS, 
The: following detailed account of the 
teking of the Shipka Pass is from the pen 
of tho Daily News correspondent. It is 
dated Biela, July 28: 
On the 17th General Gourko approached 
Kasanlik. Thoro waa terrible heat, and it 


waa foarfully sovero marching. The infan- 


try waded into little streams to become 
soaked and so gain coolness.. Thera was 
fighting more or loss all day. On the even- 
ing of the 17th General Gourko entered 
Kasanlik, The Turks had detailed from 
the force holding the Shipka Pass 9 column 
to occupy the heigl ts flanking the entrance 
to Kasanlik and hinder Genoral Gourko’s 
entrance; but hia riflomen were beforehand 
in occupying these heights, and tho Turka 
retired disappointed. It had been designed 
that Gourko should reach Kasanlik on the 
16th, and on the 17th be free to agsail in 
the rear the Turks holding the Shipka 
Pass, while Prince Mirski with the 9th Di- 
vision attacked them in front. But he was 
delayed by hard fighting, and the troops 
were too much fatigned+o move furthor on 
the same day after the occupation of Kas- 
anlik, So there was no co-operation be- 


‘tween General Gourko and Prince Mirski 


in attacking the Shipka Pass, but the latter 
nevertheless delivered an attack. on that 
osition marching southward from Gabrova. 
e sent against the Turks but one regi- 
ment, that of Orloff, which ho divided into 


three columns. The pass was strongly fortifi- Me 


edwith six snccessivetiers of entrenchments 
and batteries, and defended by picked 
Turkish troops, Circassians, and Egyptians. 
The latter fought very hard. Of Prince 
Mirski’s three columns, that on the right en- 
countered little opposition and went on 
some distance till it missed the support of 
the centre column, fought five or six hours, 
and then made 
hostile lines... The left column, consisting 
of two companies, mised its way, and was 
beset by twelve companies of Turkish sol- 
diers. It fought aretreating combat for four 
hours -against terrible odds, losing eight 
officers killed and wounded and about 160 
men. Ttwasbrought ont of action by thoonly 
officer left standing, and ho was wounded. 
On the 18th General Gourko, his men.re- 
freshed, advanced to the attack of the Ship- 
ke position from the rear. Two battalions 
of rifles formed his advance. Ags they 
neared the rear of the position a flag of 
trace came out with a parlementaire. The 
rifles at once halted, and an officer acting 
as escort .went forward to meet the 
parlidmentaire. .
